Wood earned $176 for his week’s 
work, including overtime at the 
time-and-a-half rate, the company 
said.

ROUNDUP GOES ON 


Large Italian Force Iso- 


lated — Submarines 
Sink 6 of Rommel’s 
Supply Ships, Planes 
Raid Crete. 


CAIRO, Nov. 6 (AP),—Three fast 
armored divisions of the British 
Eighth Army led by Lieut. Gen, 
Bernard LL. Montgomery have 
driven two wedges through Mar- 
shal Erwin Rommel’s forces and 
are fighting inside enemy posi- 
tions. , 

The German and Italian high 
commands conceded that the Brit- 
ish tank forces had swept past 
Fuka, 62 miles west of El Ala» 
mein, and said violent battles were 
taking place between Fuka and 
Matruh, another 42. miles to thé 
west. However, the latest official 
British announcement said only 
that the battle had’ been carried 
“well west of El Daba,” 33 miles 
from El Alamein. | 
Allied airmen have moved for- 
ward to take-over abandoned Axis 
landing fields in. the past two days, 
reducing the distance they have to 
travel to pound Rommel’s back- 
tracking German. and Italian 


troops. 

Tanks. were operating at the 
heels of the retreating Axis forces 
in the El Daba sector, the British 
communique said, 

Parts of Rommel’s army which 
managed to escape the tank wedg- 
ing and encirclement were said by 
Montgomery to be in full retreat. 

This situation—of deep tank 
thrusts, encirclement and ham- 
mering pursuit—suggested that the 
fate of the German-Italian African 
army might well be sealed before 
the surviving parts could retreat 
across the Egyptian-Libyan border. 
Montgomery told of the armored 
penetrations when he received cor- 
respondents at his desert head- 
quarters yesterday to announce 
complete and absolute victory in 
the battle of El Alamein. He de- 
clared that his troops would wipe 
out all the Axis forces remaining 
in North Africa, :

Cannon Destroy Nazi Tanks 


Russian artillerymen destroyed 
eight German tanks by pointblank 
fire and Soviet flyers struck heav- 
ily at Nazi troop positions, it re- 
ported. Bombs and gunfire of 
Russian planes were said to have 
destroyed 13 enemy batteries and 
28 machine gun positions within 24 
hours. 

Three more batteries were si- 
lenced and 19 German dugouts and 
blockhouses were wrecked by 
Soviet shells on the steppes north- 
west of Stalingrad, it was an- 
nounced. About 800 enemy of- 
ficers and men were reported an- 
nihilated in this area. 

Speaking of the Stalingrad bat- 
tle, now in its seventy-fourth day, 
the midnight communique said: 

“Throwing his reserves into ac- 
tion, the enemy repeatedly attacked 
our positions but was repulsed 
every time.” 

Germans Held in Caucasus. 

Savagery of the conflict south- 
east of Nalchik, where the Rus- 
sians are fighting to hold the 
routes leading to oil fields and the 
strategic valley between the Cau- 
casian Mountain chains, was illus- 
trated in the noon communique. 

“In one sector,” it said, “about 
half a regiment of infantry, sup- 
ported by tanks, launched an at- 
tack on our strong points. Soviet 
troops met the enemy with artil- 
lery and mortar fire and, after los- 
ing 300 officers and men killed, 
the Germans retreated to their 
initial positions.” 

About 100 tank-borne subma- 
chine-gunners knifed into the rear 
of Red Army forces, but were 
wiped out, the high command 
said. More than 600 German infan- 
trymen were reported to have per- 
ished under the shelling of concen- 
trations massing for an attack on 
Soviet positions. 

Action on Black Sea Front. 

In announcing progress in So- 
viet counterattacks from Tuapse, 
the Russians said 300 more invad- 

ers had been wiped out and prison- 
ers and war material captured. Six- 
teen German planes were reported 
shot down by anti-aircraft gunners 
in two days. 

Soviet artillery and mortar fire 
also broke up Nazi attacks above 
Tuapse, it was announced, while 
“our troops continued active oper- 
ations and forged ahead some- 
what. 

“A battalion of enemy infantry 
was annihilated in the area of a 
certain height,” the Russians said. 
“The height itself was occupied by 
our troops.” 

A German garrison of 60 men 
was reported wiped out on a farm 
east of Novorossisk by encircling 
Soviet troops. 

Action somewhat heavier than 
usual was indicated far to the 
north, on the Leningrad front. 

“Our snipers in three days killed 
820 officers and men,” the noon 
communique said. “Our artillery 
fire destroyed 28 dugouts and 17 
enemy blockhouses.”

It must be said that this was 
a most difficult and complicated 
piece of organizational work on 
big scale for our economic and ad- 
ministrative organizations, includ- 
ing our railway transport, 
However, it was possible to sur- 
mount the difficulties and our fac- 
tories, collective and state farms, 
despite wartime difficulties, un- 
doubtedly are working satisfac- 
torily,

Of Factories and Farms. 
Our war factories and enter- 
prises are honestly and effectively 
supplying the Red Army with guns, 
mortars, planes, tanks, machine 
guns and other arms.

said that never before has our 
country’s home front been so firm- 
ly and strongly organized.

Red Army Pushed Back , 


After Winter Offensive. 

Military operations on the Soviet- 
German front during the past year 
can be divided into two periods: 

The first was chiefly the winter 
period when the Red Army having 
beaten off German attacks against 
Moscow, took the initiative into its 
hands and went over to the offen- 
sive, driving off the German troops 
and, in the space of four months, 
covering in some places more than 
240 miles. 

The second period was the sum- 
mer period when the German Fas- 
cist troops, taking advantage of 
the absence of a second front in 
Europe and hurling in their last 
reserves, pierced the front in a 
southwestern direction and took 
the initiative into their hands, dur- 
ing five months, covering in some 
places as much as 350 miles. 

I should like to say that military 
operations during the first period 
were especially successful. Opera- 
tions of the Red Army in the areas 
of Rostov, Tula, Kaluga, before 
Moscow and before Tihkvin and 
Leningrad revealed a number of 
significant facts. 

They showed, in the first place, 
that the Red Army and its fight- 
ing cadres had grown into a seri- 
ous force capable not only of 
withstanding the pressure of the 
German Fascist troops, but also of 
routing them in open battle and

tactical success. 

Apparently the Germans are al- 
ready not strong enough to con- 
duct an offensive simultaneously 
in all three directions, in the 
south, north and center, as was 
the case in the early months of the 
German offensive in the summer 
of last year, but they are still 
strong enough to organize a seri- 
ous offensive in some one direc- 
tion. 

Moscow, Not Oil Fields, 

Chief Nazi Objective. 

What was the principal objec- 
tive pursued by German Fascist 
strategists when they started their 
summer offensive on our front? 

To judge by the comment of the 
foregin press, including the Ger- 
mans, one might think the princi- 
pal objective of the offensive was 
to capture the oil districts of 
Grozny and Baku, but the facts 
decidedly refute this assumption. 

The facts show that the German 
advance toward the oil districts of 
the U.'S. S. R. is not their princi- 
pal objective, but an auxiliary one. 
What then was the principal ob- 
jecitve of the German offensive? 

It was to outflank Moscow from 
the east, to cut it off from the Vol- 
ga and our rear in the Urals and 
then to strike at Moscow. 

The advance of the Germans 
southward toward the oil districts 
had an auxiliary purpose which 
was not only and not sO much to 
capture the oil districts as to di- 
vert our main reserves to the 
south and weaken the Moscow 
front so as to make it easier to 
achieve success when striking at 
Moscow. | 

That, in fact, explains why the 
main group of German troops is 
now to be found not in the south 
but in the Orel and Stalingrad 
areas, 

Recently a German officer of 
the German general staff fell into 
the hands of our men. A map 
was found on this officer showing 
the plans and schedule of the Ger- 
man advance. 

From this document it develops 
that the Germans intended to be 
in Borisoglebsk on July 10, 1942;

This document completely con- 
firms our information to the effect 
that the principal aims of the Ger- 
mans’ summer offensive was to 
outflank Moscow from the east and 
to strike at Moscow, while the pur- 
pos eof the advance to he south 
was, apart from everything else, 
to divert our reserves as far as 
possible from Moscow and _ to 
weaken the Moscow front so as to

Im short, the principal objective 
of the Germans’ summer offensive 
was to surround Moscow and end 
the war this year.

Nazis Aided by Absence 
of Second Front, He Says. 


How are we to explain the fact 
that the Germans this year were 
still able to take the initiative of 
operations into their hands and 
achieve substantial tactical suc- 
cesses on our front? 

It is to be explained oy the fact 
that the Germans and their allies 
succeeded in mustering all their 
available reserves hurling them 
onto the Eastern front and creat- 
ing a large superiority of forces 
in one direction. There can be 
no doubt that but for these meas- 
ures the Germans could not have 
achieved any success on our front. 

But why were they able to mus- 
ter all their reserves and hurl 
them onto the Eastern front? 

Because the absence of a second 
front in Europe enabled them to 
carry on this operation without 
any risk to themselves. 

Hence the chief reason for the 
tactical successes of the Germans 
on our fronts this year is that the 
absence of a second front enabled 
them to hurl onto our fronts all 
their available reserves and create 
a large superiority of forces in the 
southwestern direction. 

Let us assume that a second 
front existed in Europe as it ex- 
isted in the first World War and 
that a second front diverted—let 
us say—60 German divisions and 
20 divisions of Germany’s allies. 
What would have been the posi- 
tion of German troops on .our 
front then? It is not difficult to 
guess that their position would be 
deplorable. 

More than that, it would have 
been the end of German Fascist 
troops for, in that case, the Red 
Army would not be where it is 
now but somewhere near Pskov, 
Minsk, Zhitomir and Odessa. 

This means that already in the 
summer of this year the German 
Fascist army would have been on 
the verge of disaster and, if that 
has not occurred, it is because the 
Germans were saved by the ab- 
sence of a second front in Europe. 


Comparison of Russian 
Position in the Two Wars. 


Let us examine the question of 
a second front in Europe in its 
historical aspect. In the first 
World War Germany had to fight 
on two fronts; in the west, chiefly 
against Great Britain and France, 
and in the east against Russian 
troops. Thus, in the first World 
War, there existed a second front 
against Germany. 

Of 220 divisions which Germany 
had then, not more than 85 Ger- 
man divisions were stationed on 
the Russian front. If to this we 
add the troops of Germany’s allies 
then facing the Russian front— 
namely 37 Austro-Hungarian di- 
visions, two Bulgarian divisions 
and three Turkish divisions—we 
get a total of 127 divisions facing 
the Russians. 

The rest of the divisions of Ger- 
many and her allies were mainly 
held on the front against the 
Anglo-French troops while part of 
them performed garrison service 
in occupied territories of Europe. 
Such was the position in the first 
World War. 

What is the position now in the 
second World War? In September 
of this year, let us say? Accord- 
ing to authenticated information 
which is beyond all doubt, of the 
256 divisions which Germany now 
has not less than 179 German divi- 
sions are on our front.. :

The German invasion of our 
country is also sometimes com- 
pared with the Germans’ invasion 
of Russia of the first world war. 
But neither will this comparison 
bear criticism. « 

First, in the first world war 
there was a second front in 
Europe which rendered the Ger- 
man, positions very difficult, 
whereas in this war there is no 
second front in Europe, 

Second, in this war, twice as 
many troops are facing our front 
as in the first world war. Obvi- 
ously, a comparison is no appro- 
priate. You can now conceive how 
serious and extraordinary are the 
difficulties confronting the Red 
Army and how great is the hero- 
ism displayed by the Red Army 
in its war of liebration against the 
German Fascist troops. 

I think that no other country 
and no other army could have 
withstood such an onslaught of 
bestial bands of German Fascist 
brigands and their allies. Only our 
Soviet country and only our Red 
Army are capable of withstanding 
such an onslaught, and not only 
withstanding it but overpower- 
ing it. 

Second Front Sooner 
Or Later, He Asserts. 

It is often asked, “But will there 
be a second front in Europe after 
all?” Yes, there will be, sooner or 
later. There will be one. And it 
will be not only because we need 
it but, above all, because our Al- 
lies need it no less than we do. 

Our allies cannot fail to realize 
that since France has been put 
out of action. the absence of a séc- 
ond front against Fascist Germany 
may end badly for all freedom- 
loving countries, including the al- 
lies themselves. 

It may now be considered indis- 
putable that in the course of thé |

Award to Dr.

The tenth annual St. Louis 
Award was presented late yester- 
day in the Mayor's office at the 


ham, professor of surgery at Wash- 
ington University School of Med- 
icine, . 
The award is a certificate which 
acknowledges the recipient as one 
who has made the most outstand- 
ing contribution to the community, 
and a check for $1000. Dr. Gra- 
ham said he would use the money 
to finance research work and to 
provide fellowships for medical 
students at the university. 
In presenting the award, Dean 
Alphonse M,. Schwitalla, 8S. J., of St. 
Louis University School of Medi- 
cine, a member of the award com- 
mittee, paid glowing tribute to Dr. 
Graham’s leadership in “the sci- 
ence and art of surgery, education 
for surgery and the humanitarian 
values of surgery.” 

Some Achievements, 
The award itself recites that it 
was presented to Dr. Graham: 

“For his basic achievements in 
developing pulmonary and he- 
patic surgery. 

“For his productive leadership 
as a teacher of students and 
practitioners and for his perva-. 
sive influence upon surgical the- 
ory and practice; and, in particu- 
lar 

“For his comprehensive focus- 
ing of present knowledge upon 
the treatment of war injuries, 
thereby making this information 
easily available to all surgeons 
for the conservation and rehabili- 
tation of the victims of the car- 
nage of war.” 

First to Remove Lung. 

More than nine years ago, Father 
Schwitalla recalled, Dr. Graham 
performed the first operation 
known as pneumonectomy, the 
complete surgical removal of a 
lung. ‘That patient, whose lung 
was diseased through cancer, is 
alive and practicing medicine in 
Pittsburgh today, Father Schwital- 
la said, and chest surgeons 
throughout the world, imitators 
and disciples of Dr. Graham, have 
restored to life many who, but for 
Dr. Graham’s genius, must have 
been considered doomed to certain 
death, 

Ten years before that operation, 
Father Schwitalla added, Dr. Gra- 
ham had discovered the basic tech- 
nique of making the gall bladder 
visible through X-ray, which made 
possible the diagnosis and eventual 
cure of many diseases of several 
internal organs, 

“Literally hundreds of thousands 
of persons who have never heard 
the name of their benefactor are 
alive today, and many more hun- 
dreds of thousands will continue 
to live longer because of this dis- 
covery,” Father Schwitalla said. 
But Dr. Graham’s “crowning 
achievement,” Father Schwitalla 
said, was the foundation and or- 
ganization of the American Board 
of Surgery, which passes on ‘the 
qualifications of surgeons who ap- 
ply for admittance to its ranks, 
Of this board Father Schwitalla 
said that it “guarantees that all 
which the science and art of sur- 
gery can achieve for mankind will 
be achieved by those on whom the 
board hag placed its stamp of ap- 
proval.”

All that Dr. Graham has accom- 
plished, Father Schwitalla said, 
culminates in the timeliness and 
indispensability of the six-volume 
work which he and other mem- 
bers of his committee are compil- 
ing to make available to surgeons 
all over the world the discoveries 
of the last three decades in the 
surgical treatment of war casual- 
ties. Four volumes have been 
completed, and the other two are 
about to be finished.

Dr. Graham’s moth- 
er, Mrs. David W. Graham, came 
from Chicago to be with him on 
the occasion, 

Dr. Graham in recent years has 
limited his personal instruction to 
a few graduate students, who have 
accompanied him to -the bedside 
or the operating table. He has 
pronounced the amphitheater sur- 
gical clinic “a useless survival of a 
bygone age” in- teaching. 

Lectured in Australia. 

When his twentieth anniversary 
as professor was observed in 1939, 
former students and associates 
from many places gathered to hon- 
or him. In the same year, he 
served as temporary surgeon and 
professor at St. Bartholomew’s 
Hospital, London. In 1930 he went 
to Australia to give a series of 
lectures at’ the University of Mel- 
bourne. 

Dr. Graham. received the John 
Scott Award, $1000 and a medal, in 
Philadelphia in March, 1937, for 
his application of the X-ray in 
study and diagnosis of gall-bladder 
conditions. Previous awards made 
to Dr. Graham were the Gross 
prize in surgery in 1920, gold medal 
of the Radiological Society of 
North America in 1925, Leonard 
Research Prize of the American 
Roentgen Ray Society in 1925, gold 
medal of St. Louis Medical Society 
in 1927, and the gold medal of the 
Southern Medical Association in 
1933. 

He is 59 years old, a graduate of 
Princeton University and of Rush 
Medical College, of the University 
of Chicago, where he received the 
degree of M. D. in 1907. He served 
as interne and instructor in Chi- 
cago institutions, before coming to 
St. Louis in 1919 as professor and 
surgeon-in-chief at Barnes Hos- 
pital and St. Louis Children’s Hos- 
pital, 

Establishment of Mallinckrodt 
Institute of Radiology, at Barnes 
Hospital, was credited to Dr. Gra- 
ham’s application of X-ray pho- 
tography to diagnosis of gall-blad- 
der diseases. 

Mrs. Graham is associate profes- 
sor of pharmacology in the univer- 
sity. Dr. and Mrs. Graham reside 
on Old Jamestown road, St. Louis 
County. 

The present St. Louis Award is 
the tenth financed by an anony- 
mous donor since 1932, no award 
having been made in 1938. The 
original donation provided only 
for 10 years, but it was announced 
recently that the award will con- 
tinue after this year. The 1941 
award went to Luther Ely Smith, 
for civic work.

Alonzo Farris, retired farmer, 
Glencoe, St. Louis County, died 
last night after he. had shot. him- 
self in the stomach with a shotgun 
at his home. He told a grandson, 
Harvey Kroenung of Pond, who 
found him, that he had shot him-.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 (AP).—

TENANTS DELINQUENT IN RENT 
SUBJECT TO 10-DAY EVICTION 


Tenants who are delinquent in 
the payment of their legal rents 
may be evicted on 10 days’ notice, 
and are in -no way protected 
against such action under the pro- 
visions of Fedéral rent control, Is- 
rael Treiman, chief attorney of the 
St. Louis defense rental area, said 
in a statment today. , 

Treiman said he has received 
complaints that delinquent tenants 
in some instances were defying 
their landlords to institute eviction 
proceedings, in the belief that OPA 
regulations prevented such evic- 
tions, 

“Apparently,” said Treiman, 
“these tenants are being misled by 
a recent amendment to the rent 
regulations which requires an own- 
er who has purchased rented prem- 
ises since Oct. 20 to wait a period 
of at least 90 days before he can 
evict the tenant and take posses- 
soon himself.” This, he said, has 
given. rise to the mistaken belief 
of some tenants that they must be 
given 90 days warning before they 
can be evicted for nonpayment of

4. The FCC was asked to pre- 
pare standards of minimum use 
to control present and future in- 
stallations of teleprinter equipment 
for telegraphic users.

President Murray Says 
That Many Employers 
Try to Overload WLB 
With Grievances. 


BOSTON, GNov. 6 (AP). — CIO 
leaders, charging that many em- 
ployers were deliberately overload- 
ing the machinery of the War 
Labor Board, want the board to 
issue a general order writing arbi- 
tration clauses into all labor con- 
tracts. 

President Philip Murray, here 
with other CIO leaders for the 
organization’s annual convention 
next week, told reporters jt was 
the view of the international exec- 
-utive board that many companies 
“are sabotaging agreements by 
having their managers advise our 
grievance committee representa- 
tives that they can go to the War 
Labor Board, that they do not pro- 
pose to settle the grievances.” 

The CIO chief said that Presi-

Wide Area Admitted. 


German broad- supplement to the Italian commu 
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BERLIN (from 
Casts), Nov. 6 (AP).—Allied tank 
formations, striking with “contin- 
uous” pressure, have been engaged 
by Axis forces in violent battles 
in the region of Fuka and Matruh, 
the German high command report- 
ed today. 

(Fuka, 62 miles west of the orig- 
final El Alamein line, was the deep- 
est westward thrust conceded yes- 
terday by the Axis. Matruh is 42 
miles farther west—a total dis- 
tance from El) Alamein of 104 miles 
—and the boundaries of the action 
given by both Axis high com- 
mands indicated that the British 
now had cleared the whole north- 
ern sector as far west, at least, as 
Fuka.) 

The communique, mentioning 
Matruh for the first time, was is- 
sued after the Berlin radio had 
broadcast a report of severe fight- 
ing last night at Fuka. 

The radio said that the desert 
battle had entered a phase of 
“movement on a large scale,” with 
Field Marshal Erwin Rommel re- 
taining “full freedom of action.” 

Rommel’s ‘Advantages. 

“If he now, again, has adopted 
the tactics of a war of movement 
in which he is a specialist—he will 
certainly have gained very consid- 
erable advantages,” it said. 

It emphasized that one marked 
advantage would be the contrac- 
tion of his own supply lines while 
the British ~were lengthening theirs 
and said that they had “paid very 
dearly indeed” for the conquest of 
some 60 mileg of desert sand. 

The Italian high command also 
placed the area of “violent combat” 
as between Fuka and Matruh. 

The communique, only two sen-

“Italian and German forces yes- 
terday engaged in violent combat 
against the enemy tank formations 
in the area between Fuka and Ma- 
truh.

The St. Louis County Transpor-

Limit of Five Tires. 
Many persons do not understand 


that the Government is combining | ¥ 


gasoline and tire rationing into a 
single program. When a motorist 
registers for a mileage ration book, 
he must certify that he has dis- 
posed of any tires in excess of the 
permissible five per car, and must 
list the serial numbers which are 
on the walls of his tires. (If the 
serial numbers are worn away, he 
may identify the tires by the 
brand.) 

Car owners possessing more than 
five tires will be delayed in getting 
their mileage rations, being re- 
quired to appear before their local 
rationing board at a later date. The 
Railway Express Agency is acting 
as collection agent for the Govern- 
ment, which pays owners for each 
tire on the basis of size and condi- 
tion, 

OPA May Order Recapping. 

When the Government gives a 
motorist a certain mileage allot- 
ment, it arranges to make avail- 
able tires requisite for that mile- 
age. Every car owner receiving an 
A book is eligible for tires to car- 
ry his machine 240 miles a month. 
If a motorist’s tires need recap- 
ping, OPA tells him to get it done, 
on penalty of being denied a mile- 
age ration. If a tire cannot be re- 
capped, the A book motorist is re- 
quired to get a Grade 3 tire or a 
recap; the B book driver is re- 
quired to get a Grade 2 tire or a 
recap, and the C book driver is re- 
quired to get a Grade 1 tire or 


recap. 
Tires of all A book drivers must 
undergo Government inspection

supply direct proof of this. 


Agreements With Britain, 


_U. S. for War on Germany. 

In July, 1941, several weeks after 
Germany attacked the U. 8S. 8. R., 
Great Britain concluded with us an 
agreement “on joint action in: the 
war against Germany.” 

Ten months later, May 26, 1942, 
during comrade Molotov’s visit to 
Great Britain, the latter concluded 
with us a treaty of alliance in the 
war against Hitlerite Germany 
and her associate in Europe and of 
collaboration and mutual assist- 
‘ance thereafter. 

This treaty was concluded ‘for 
period 20 years. It marked a his- 
toric tarning point in relations be- 
tween our country and Great 
Britain. 

In June, 1942, during comrade 
Molotov’s visit to the United States, 
the. United States of America con- 
cluded with us an agreement on 
principle applying to mutual aid in 
prosecution of the war against ag- 
gression, the agreement represent- 
ing a substantial advance in rela- 
tions between the U. S. S. R., and 
the United States. 

Lastly, one should mention so 
‘important a fact as the visit to 
Moscow of the Prime Minister of 
Great Britain, Mr. Churchill, which 
established complete mutual un- 
derstanding between the leaders of 
the two countries. 

There can be no doubt that all 
these facts point to progressive 
rapprochement between the U. 8. 
S. R. Great Britian, and _ the 
United States of America who to- 
day are uniting in a fighting al- 
liance against the Italo-Germgn 
coalition. 

It follows that the logic of 
things is stronger than any other 
logic. There can be only one con- 
clusion, namely that the Anglo- 
Soviet-American coalition has ev- 
ery chance of vanquishing Italo- 
German coalition and certainly 
will vanquish it. 

Thus, our tasks—the war has 
torn off all veils and laid bare 
all relationships. The situation has 
become so clear that nothing is 
easier than to define our tasks in 
this war. In an interview with a

New Tactics. 

The fighting wasn’t 24 hours old 
when observers noted tactics alien 
to anything the British had tried 
before. Instead of smashing ahead 
with armored units, Montgomery 
sent his infantry forward under 
cover of artillery fire to storm 
Axis defense positions and take 
them with hand-to-hand fighting. 
As gaps were opened he moved 
up his tanks, virtually intact, 
where they could come to grips 
with Axis tank concentrations in 
close fighting. 

As these forces swung into ac- 
tion United States Army fighters 
and bombers joined Royal Air 
Force bombers and fighters in un- 
remitting assaults against Axis po- 
sitions day and night. One by one 
Italian and German strong points 
were overcome, and eventually 
Rommel’s whole army was in re- 
treat, 

The man who planned and ac- 
complished all this is essentially 
a field man, not a desk fighter. 


Australian slouch hat and with a 
revolver strapped to his hip, he is 
a conspicuous figufe often where 
the fighting is thickest.

Old campaigners remember his 
insistence that the only standard 
of fitness is the standard of total 
war.

mittee today. 

At times, Dr, Fishbein engaged 
in spirited debate with Henry J. 
Kaiser, West Coast ‘shipbuilder, as 
to deferment of doctors for the 
care of industria] workers, 

Referring to suggestions for 
compulsory assignment of doctors 
to areas Of few physicians, Dr. 
Fishbein said he opposed “certain 
proposals to meet the needs that 
are close to totalitarianism.” 

He asserted that doctors of the 
A. M. A. in charge of the Govern- 
ment’s Procurement and Assign- 
ment Service for the armed forces 
had carried out their duties “in a 
more high-minded way than they 
could be carried out by any other 
officials.” 

He said the A. M. A, itself had 
worked out plans for prepaid 
medical care and that 13 state 
medical societies had set up plans 
for this form of health insurance. 
This was in answer to a statement 
by Dr. Sidney Garfield, Kaiser's 
medical director, that Washington 
State Medical Society executives 
had threatened, in effect, to draft 
his company doctors if they served 
the families of workers on a pre- 
paid basis. 

“Have you got that in writing?” 
Dr. Fishbein asked. 

“They wouldn’t dare put that in 
writing,” Kaiser replied, 

No man has authority, Dr. Fish- 
bein said, to make recommenda- 
tions as a condition for the pro- 
curement service’s declaration of a 
doctor as essential to an area and 
therefore exempt from military 
service. 

He asserted “an attempt has 
been made to administer the 
recommendation as to who ig or is 
not essential to an area with strict 
regard to the functions of the per- 
son involved” and without regard 
to competition within the medical 
profession. 

Dr. Garfield told of conditions 
in Vancouver in relating why the 
company medical program includ- 
ed families of workers. Under the

“Orally we were told that ‘if 
you take care of the families, we 
that your doctofs are 
non-essential,’” he testified. 

Dr. Garfield said this “threat” 
Was made by the Washington 
State Medical Society’s executive 
committee. Under questioning by 
Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
Dr. Garfield said, the chairman of 
that committee also was State 
chairman of the Procurement and 
Assignment Service. 

Pepper asked if “the same man 
who is supposed to represent the 
United States in the procurement 
of doctors for the Army and Navy” 
is taking “advantage of his posi- 
tion as a public official- to pro- 
mote the private interests of the 
medical association.” 

“That's it,” Dr. Garfield said. 

“So that public policy emanates 
primarily from a private source,” 
Pepper commented. 

At another point Dr. Garfield 
said the Procurement and Assign- 
ment Service “represents the views 
of the American Medical Associa- 
tion,” 

“I don’t want this interpreted 
as an attack on the medical so- 
ciety,” Dr. Garfield said, “but it is 
hindering us from doing a neces- 
sary job.” 

He explained that at Vancouver 
private doctors and facilities were 
inadequate to care for all the fami- 
lies of the Kaiser shipyard work- 
ers.

Donnell Administra- 
tion.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 6.—A 
disposition to complete the work 
of the special session of the Mis- 
souri Legislature within a reason- 
able time, without organized politi- 


cal heckling of the Donnell Repub- 
lican administration, is evident 
among Democratic majority mem- 
bers here, after the first two days 
of the session. | | 
Original plans to investigate 
some of the major State depart- 
ments under the control of Gov. 
Forrest C. Donnell, and other 
moves to politically embarrass the 
Republicans, have weakened con- 
siderably since the general. election 


| Tuesday. 


The result of the election, in 
which the Republicans took control 
of the House for the 1943 regular 
session and cut the Democratic 
powerhouse in the Senate to a bare 
constitutional majority, has elimi- 
nated some of the desire to stir up 
trouble in this special session. 
Some of the Democrats feel that 
in these circumstances the Legisla- 
ture would do well to complete the 
work of the special session as ex- 
peditiously as possible and get out 
of the capital. 

Caucasus Is Held. 
The Democratic majority in the 
House, in a party caucus late yes- 
terday, discussed the question of 
whether there would be any reso- 
lutions introduced, calling for de- 
partmental investigations, but took 
no formal caucus action. 

Democratic leaders asked in the 
caucus if any member of the 
House majority had any present 
plans to introduce any resolutions 
for investigations, or for legisla- 
tive activities outside the scope of 
Gov. Donnell’s call, which limited 
the session to appropriation of 
about $2,500,000 in additional funds 
fof various State departments for 
the rest of this year, There was no 
affirmative response. 

After the caucus many of the 
Democrats said they believed the 
session would pass without any in- 
quiries, so far as the House was 
concerned, Senate leaders said 
they doubted there would be any 
such activities in the Senate, con- 
sidering the election results. 

Estimates of the length of the 
session vary from three to four 
weeks. 

Three Bills Perfected. 

The House today perfected three 
appropriation bills, placing them in 
form for passage, and will adjourn 
this afternoon until Monday after- 
noon. The Senate held a brief ses- 
sion today and adjourned until 
Monday afternoon. 

Bills perfected provide additional 
appropriations of $6500 for the 
Missouri School for the Blind, St. 
Louis; $175,000 for the State’s share 
of the cost of assessing and col- 
lecting the revenue and $85,000 for 
the State Hospital for the Insane 
at St. Joseph. 

The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee is rewriting the fund bills 
drafted in the Governor’s office, to 
strike out a provision which would 
restrict.use of the additional funds 
appropriated to the period from 
the date the bills become effective, 
after passage, to Dec. 31 of this 
year. 

The Governor, who holds the 
view. deficiencies may not be. in- 
curred and paid, also believes that 
he can limit the amounts to be ap- 
propriated, .by specifying the 
amounts in his special session mes- 


sages. 

Legislative leaders hold the view 
the Legislature may appropriate 
any amount it desires and that this 
special session may provide sup- 
.plemental- funds for State depart- 
ments for this biennial period, 
without specifying’ a beginning 
date for the expenditures. This 
view, if followed, would permit ap- 
propriations to cover any deficien- 
cies. already incurred. It then 
would be up to the Governor to 
cut the bills, by veto, if he does 
not authorize any deficiencies.

Record of Achievements. 


What is it that has happened 
since October, 1917, that “couldn’t 
be done?” Only a few sample 
items are necessary to demonstrate 
its enormity. Before the Revolu- 
tion, more than 60 per cent of all 
the arable land in Russia was 
owned by the Imperial family, by 
the churches and by the aristo- 
crats. Today 1,200,000,000 acres, or 
nearly 100 per cent of all the So- 
viet Union's agricultural land, be- 
longs to the peasants in. perpetuity. 
In 1941, 19 million peasant house- 
holds lived on 243,000 collective 
farms, operating more than 523,- 
000 tractors and 182,000 combines. 


In 1937, Russian industries had 
become eight times larger than 
they were in 1913. In 1940, the 
Soviet Union’s industrial produc- 
tion was 12% times greater than in 
Czarist 1913 and Russia, so recent- 
ly feudalistic, ranked second only 
to the United States among the 
world’s industralized nations. In 
1940, the Soviet Union’s metal- 
lurgical and machine-building in- 
dustry alone was 45 times larger 
than in 1913. | 

Why has the Red Army been 
able to reduce. Germany’s man pow- 
er by several millions of killed 
and wounded? An indispensable 
part of the answer lies in such 
‘facts as these: In 1940, Russia’s 
oil output exceeded that of 1913 
by 350 per cent; its coal output ex- 
ceeded 1913 by 500 per cent; the 
production of pig iron and steel 
had both been more than quad- 
rupled over the pre-revolutionary 
records. 


Industrial Output. . 


To measure the amazing prog- 
ress of “the thing that couldn’t. be 
done,” the wholesale transforma- 
tion of Russia under the Soviets, 
considering the handicaps and ter- 
rible cost, baffles the imagination. 
By 1932, Russia’s whole industrial 
output was already 358 per cent 
greater than that of 1913. But in 
the 10 years which have elapsed 
since 1932, it has been increasea 
six times over—and until June, 
1940, this was accomplished with 
a five-day, 35-hour week for the 
Soviet Union's 30,000,000 workers. 


In these brief years of demon- 
iacal consolidation and construc- 
tion, there have been cruel fam- 
ines, liquidation of the Kulaks, 
wholesale transfers of population 
and an inestimable cost in human 
lives. Everything in the Soviet

The repeated warnings of 
Lenin. and Stalin have proved 
words and policies of the greatest 
wisdom. 


Record of Achievements. 


What is it that has happened 
since October, 1917, that “couldn’t 
be done?” Only a few sample 
items are necessary to demonstrate 
its enormity. Before the Revolu- 
tion, more than 60 per cent of all 
the arable land in Russia was 
owned by the Imperial family, by 
the churches and by the aristo- 
crats. Today 1,200,000,000 acres, or 
nearly 100 per cent of all the So- 
viet Union's agricultural land, be- 
longs to the peasants in. perpetuity. 
In 1941, 19 million peasant house- 
holds lived on 243,000 collective 
farms, operating more than 523,- 
000 tractors and 182,000 combines. 


In 1937, Russian industries had 
become eight times larger than 
they were in 1913. In 1940, the 
Soviet Union’s industrial produc- 
tion was 12% times greater than in 
Czarist 1913 and Russia, so recent- 
ly feudalistic, ranked second only 
to the United States among the 
world’s industralized nations. In 
1940, the Soviet Union’s metal- 
lurgical and machine-building in- 
dustry alone was 45 times larger 
than in 1913. 


Why has the Red Army been 
able to reduce. Germany’s man pow- 
er by several millions of killed 
and wounded? An indispensable 
part of the answer lies in such 
‘facts as these: In 1940, Russia’s 
oil output exceeded that of 1913 
by 350 per cent; its coal output ex- 
ceeded 1913 by 500 per cent; the 
production of pig iron and steel 
had both been more than quad- 
rupled over the pre-revolutionary 
records. 


Industrial Output. . 


To measure the amazing prog- 
ress of “the thing that couldn't. be 
done,” the wholesale transforma- 
tion of Russia under the Soviets, 
considering the handicaps and ter- 
rible cost, baffles the imagination. 
By 1932, Russia’s whole industrial 
output was already 358 per cent 
greater than that of 1913. But in 
the 10 years which have elapsed 
since 1932, it has been increasea 
six times over—and until June, 
1940, this was accomplished with 
a five-day, 35-hour week for the 
Soviet Union's 30,000,000 workers. 


In these brief years of demon- 
iacal consolidation and construc- 
tion, there have been cruel fam- 
ines, liquidation of the Kulaks, 
wholesale transfers of population 
and an inestimable cost in human 
lives. Everything in the Soviet 
Union was subordinated to two 
things — stupendous industrializa- 
tion of a vast nation rich in re- 
sources, and arming of this nation

For it is most desirable that the 
Republican party be placed in a 
position where its own men have 
to bear that kind of direct respon- 
sibility which alone can make the 
problems of the war entirely real 
to them, and alone can test their 
quality.

Farley and his candidate professed 
a whole-hearted support of the 
President. They were not insur- 
gents, like the elder LaFollette in 
the old. days, like Willkie and 
Stassen in our day—men who fight 
in the open for things they be- 
lieve in order to change the policy 
of their party. 


ARLEY’S fight was—judged 
by the public record—a mere 
fight for nolitical power, a mere 
fight for the control of the polit- 
ical machine, with no open avowal 
of the purposes for which this 
controf;,* if won, would be used. 
Now that kind of fight is no con- 
tribution to the healthy survival 
of the two-party system. If Farley 
does not believe in the President's

Compelling Influence. 


It is not to be said, of course, 
that the governorship steab was the 
only influence operating toward 
Democratic defeat in Missouri, but 
there is strong evidence that it had 
& compelling influence in the ex- 
tent of the defeat. 
The national Republican trend 
had its effect in Missouri as in all 
other states, this being due to dis- 
Satisfaction with the conduct of 
the war, dissatisfaction among the 
farmers over parity for agricul- 
tural products, objections of many 
toward the handling of strikes and 
labor disputes, the troubles of the 
small business man and the vari- 
ous other things which alienate 
groups of voters. 
Here and there throughout the 
State there also were local situ- 
ations which had some effect on 
the election. Many voters in the 
First Congressional District 
thought Congressman M. A. Rom- 
jue, with his 24 years in Congress, 
had been there long enough. Con- 
gressman Richard M. Duncan in 
the Third District had not been 
able to get any war industries or 
army camps for his district, and 
a good many of the voters thought 
he should have been able to get 
something. Other Congressmen had 
made enemies over postmaster- 
ships and other patronage. 
Down in State Senator Searcy’s 
district there was some talk that 
some of the people were “fed up 
with the Searcys.” The Senator 
had been in the Senate for eight 
consecutive years and had held 
other offices; his brother, Emmett, 
had been in the House of Repre- 
sentatives several sessions, and his 
son, Ben, was Prosecuting Attor- 
ney. 

Major Issue. 
But the major State issue in Mi 
souri was the governorship steal. 
Proof that it had a very important 
influence is that of all the states, 
the turnover in Missouri was the 
greatest. In no other state did 
the Republicans gain as many as 
five congressional seats. 
Undoubtedly, the goverorship 
steal was the climax of a record 
of the substitution of political pow- 
er for statesmanship and adminis- 
trative ability which has character- 
ized much of the partisan rule in 
Missouri, the one thing which crys- 
tallized the resentment of the voters 
and impelled them to action. 
Their disgust with political rule 
for partisan purposes appeared in 
theim votes on the Constitutional 
convention to revamp the State’s 
organic law, fearing that a new 
Constitution would set up a state 
government plan which would op- 
erate to their disadvantage, even 
though it might be to the advan- 
tage of the State. They sought to 
repeal the Non-Partisan Court plan 
and thus regain their power over 
the courts. 

The voters by majorities of about 
100,000 have directed the calling of 
the Constitutional gconvention and 
have rejected the Lauf amendment, 
backed by the politicians, to repeal 
the court plan. 

The lesson has been a costly one 
for the Democrats. The Repub- 
licans now control the office of 
Governor, the office of State Su- 
perintendent of Schools, and the 
lower House of the Legislature. 
They have the opportunity to put 
partisanship in the background, 
far background, and consider serv- 
ice to the people as something 
which might even pay political 
dividends.

other afternoon. Three American 
soldiers were standing near our 
compartment door. I asked where 
they came from and the first an- 
swered, “Pine Plains, Dutchess 
County, New York, right near your 
home.”

You know 
my mother, she is Mrs. Slevin, 
president of one of the New York 
City women’s Democratic clubs.”

together and often did guard duty 
at Nahant near your son’s home.” 
All three boys looked cheerful 
and well. I used to notice in the 
old days, whenever I traveled 
abroad, that meeting a friend from 
home was the cause of rejoicing, 
but now every American soldier I 
see is a friend from home and I 
want to stop to talk with him 
whether I know him or not. When 
I find we really have some point 
of contact, it gives me a warm feel- 
ing around the heart for the rest 
of the day. 
Another thing I left out was my 
visit Tuesday morning to the Min- 
istry of Food. It was one of the 
most interesting things I have 
done since I have been in London. 
Lord Woolton arranged an exhibi- 
tion of the development of their 
work, which is intensely interest- 
ing and I hope to bring back with 
me some posters and pamphlets, 
for I am sure many people will be 
interested in them. Every morn- 
ing at 8:30 they give a radio talk 
for the housewives of Great Brit- 
ain, giving facts about food. They 
run kitchens in the building, where 
dietitians work out the best possi- 
ble way of using the foods which 
are available. 
Every week they bring a house- 
wife from some part of Great Brit- 
ain and she cooks in their kitchen 
and carries back to her community 
the knowledge acquired. The house- 
wife present came from Glasgow 
and was making delicious oatmeal 
cakes. One of their cooks showed 
me how she prepared an entire 
meal in an hour in one big boiler, 
which is a saving of fuel. The 
Ministry of Food sees to it that 
hot school lunches are served for 
every child and that factory can- 
teens are established in which ev- 
ery worker gets a hot meal in the 
middle of the day. There are res- 
taurants all over England where 
for a reasonable sum any citizen 
can obtain a really good meal. 
They also showed me the organi- 
zation which is called “the Queen’s 
Messengers.” The British War Re- 
lief in America furnished many of 
their canteens, which go out to 
blitzed areas immediately there is 
news of any disaster. They also 
have emergency shops to set up in 
communities where all the existing 
shops have been bombed out. They 
send water wagons and all other 
necessary things which make it 
possible to look after people of the 
town, until some semblance of or- 
der can be restored. The work of 
the Ministry of Food is twofold— 
furnishing immediate care in an 
emergency and the long-term feed- 
ing of the people of Britain,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 (AP).— 
Motorists seem to be slowing down 
to the wartime speed limit but are 
not doing so well when it comes 
to selling their extra tires to the 
Government, Rubber Co-ordinator 
William M. Jeffers reported yes- 


Jeffers said sectional reports in- 
dicated the 35-mile-per-hour speed 
limit was being observed, but add- 
ed that only “spotty” results had 
been obtained in the program for 
buying all tires in excess of five 
per car. 

However, other officials predict- 
ed the turn-in rate would shoot 
sharply upward about Nov. 12-14, 
when motorists must register for 
gasoline rationing in Midwest and 
Western states. They cannot qual- 
ify for motor fuel rations without 
certifying that they have disposed 
of their extra tires. Railway Ex- 
press Agency, Inc., is the buying 
agent. 

A hint of the vast potential 
reservoir of mileage which the 
turn-in plan might release in some 
areas was given in a report from 
Akron, O. Officials there had ex- 
pected 2000 to 3000 tires to be 
turned in. Instead, they got 10,- 
000. 

Jeffers said the entire rubber 
program depended to a large ex- 
tent on building up a Government 
stockpile of usable tires. 

“I¢ idle tires come in, we will 
have time to inspect them, repair 
them, and turn them back to mo- 
torists who need them,” he said. 
“Without these idle tires the task 
of keeping cars operating for es- 
sential mileage becomes far more 
difficult.” 

Jeffers said motorists generally 
were “doing a good job” of observ- 
ing the speed limit and restricting 
car use but warned that “an even 
better one must be done.” Reports 
from Southern California termed 
the speed reduction there “nothing 
short of miraculous,” while North- 
ern California police reported at 
least 85 per cent compliance. The 
Minnesota highway police reported 
the speed limit was being generally 
observed, and Minneapolis police 
estimated they were getting 92 per 
cent compliance. Chicago police 
predicted that “in another month 
we will have a hard time finding 
a speeder.” Oregon reported 75 
per cent of drivers were observing 
the limit, and Seattle authorities 
reported conditions “pretty good 
and improving.” 


WATER CONSUMPTION RECORD 
FOR CITY SET IN FISCAL YEAR 


Total consumption -of water in 
the city during .the last fiscal 
year was almost 50 million gal- 
lons, highest on record, and an in- 
crease of 8.2 per cent over the 
preceding fiscal year, Water Com- 
missioner Thomas J. Skinker said 
teday in his annual report. 

Collections amounted to $4,100,- 
133, or $439,823 more than was 
taken in during the 1940-41 fiscal 
year, while delinquent water bills 
were reduced from $417,299 on 
“March 20, 1941, to $199,763 on 
March 19, 1942.. The fiscal year 
ended last April 15. 

Skinker recommended that sur- 
plus funds in the department be 
spent for a new boiler house and 
boilers at the Chain of Rocks 
plant, and that new pumps and 
generators be installed at the 
Howard's Bend pumping station.

$9,408,179 WAR BOND 
SALE IN AREA IN WEEK 


i 
Total Since May, 1941, Is 


$455,641,125, Federal Re- 
serve Bank Reports. 


The Federal Reserve Bank of 
St. Louis and its issuing agents 
sold $9,458,175 worth of war bonds 
during the ‘week erded yesterday, 
and brought total sales since May 
1, 1941, to $455,641,125. 

The bank and its agents sold $6,- 
743,200 worth of Series. E bonds 
in the period, and the bank sold 
$2,714,975 in Series F and G bonds. 
About $531,000 of the F and G 
bonds were sold in St. Louis and 
vicinity. 

During the same week the St. 
Louis Postoffice sold . $451,934 
worth of war bonds and stamps, 
not included in the Federal Re- 
serve report. This brought the 
total sold by the Postoffice since 
May 1, 1941, to $19,166,868 in bonds 
and $6,654,380 in stamps. 

A. breakdown of the week’s sales 
showed that the main office and 
stations sold $199,462 in bonds and 
$110,146 in stamps; the White 
House, $49 in bonds and $10,- 
835 in stamps, and district offices, 
$62,062 in bonds and $141,209 in 
stamps. 

Since the opening of the Septem- 
ber school term, St. Louis Public 
Schools have sold $80,231 worth of 
war savings stamps, R. W. Ja- 
netzke, assistant to the superin- 
tendent, announced. The campaign 
to sell stamps as a part of the 
school program was started last 
April, and $120,009 worth were sold 
before the closing of schools last 
June.

Naomi Clarke is “the doll lady,” 
known as such from end to end 
of the Boston range of the Ozarks. 
She designs the Ozarks dolls that 
are dear to the hearts of collec- 
toys and meet the wants of tour- 
ists who seek quaint souvenirs. 
The old men and women of the 
mountains are her workers, whit- 
tling and dressing the.dolls that 


she designs. They work at. the 


cabins that are scattered along the 
high ridge and down the slopes 
and up the creeks where the mists 
make their stand against the ris- 
ing sun, units of a factory that is 
scattered for 40 miles, 


Mrs. Clarke lived hereabouts as 
a child. She went away but came 
back seven years ago as a woman. 
As a child the plight of the old 
men ani women of the mountains 
had meant nothing to her. As a 
woman who had grown up in for- 
eign parts and had studied human 
problems, their plight touched her. 
A man, when he was young, 
worked in the timber. When he 
was old he made baskets if he 
worked at all. He and his old 
wife lived around with their chil- 
dren. They never saw a piece of 
money. They just sat and waited 
for the end and some of them, 
unhappy in their helplessness, 
prayed that it might come soon. . 

Mrs. Clarke had a half-formed 
idea that dolls, hand-made by the 
mountain people, would be salable 
to collectors at least. She knew an 
old man, locally called Grandpa 
Skaggs, who had, when he was 
strong, made spinning wheels, ox 
yokes and baskets. Now he was 
old and had accepted the defeat 
that comes to the aged and in- 
firm. She knew that his hands 
had not lost their skill. They 
would serve him at tasks which 
were not beyond his strength. She 
went to see Grandpa Skaggs and 
talked to him about dolls. He was 
not interested in dolls. He had a 
feeling, indeed, that dolls were be- 
neath his dignity. He was too po- 
lite to put it into words, but his 
demeanor wag definitely discour- 
aging. “Dolls!” he sniffed, with 
something like scorn. 


Mrs. Clarke didn’t give up. She 
reminded Grandpa that there 
would be cash money in it for 
him. Dolls were not as important 
as spinning wheels and ox yokes, 
but what need he care if he got 
paid for his work? Grandpa ad- 
mitted grudgingly that there was 
something to that and agreed to 
try to whittle out. something, 
though he had his doubts wheth- 
er it would be anything that any- 
body would buy. He did try but 
it turned out just as he said it 
would. The fact was that Grand- 
pa, though he still had skill in his 
hands, didn’t have doll designs in

his head. Mrs. Clarke looked at 
the dolls that he had created and 
shook her head. They wouldn't 
do. She would have to do the de- 
signing. Then, with a pattern to 
go by, Grandpa might make the 
grade with the whittling. 

The doll that Mrs. Clarke de- 
signed, with a hickory nut head 
and a wooden body, was something 
like an inspiration. Christened 
“Grandma Scott,” it is to this day 
the doll that leads her list and 
brings her most fame. For Grand- 
pa Skaggs, when he had a pattern 
before him, proved a master 
whittler. What was more, he took 
a great pride in his work and, in 


a way of speaking, fell in love 


with Grandma Scott. So much so 
that he wouldn’t consent for any- 
body else to whittle her out. If 
he couldn’t turn out enough 
Grandma Scotts, the customers 
would have to wait. He whittled 
all week and on Saturday carried 
the Grandmas to Mrs. Clarke in a 
sack.

T is 1942 and the world is in a 

mess. Better start right there, 

And never mind the talk about 
who did it. We have to clean it 
up and the sooner, the swifter, the 
better. 

School life is fluttery because 
the homes are that way. Fathers 
and big brothers are away. May- 
be the grandparents have come to 
stay for the duration. Maybe the 
young folk have moved in with the 
old ones. Anyway, things are 
queer everywhere, s0 what’s the 
use of bothering about the queer- 
ness when there is so much to do 
to reduce it to some semblance of 
the ordinary? 

The teacher, as always, has to 
step into the trouble spot. To her 
class comes the strange youngster 
in fear and trembling. He has left 
his home behind him, his compan- 
ions, his old teacher, his home 
ways. He does not relish the idea, 
but here he is doing his best to 
‘make the most of a bad situation. 

These newcomers make things 
difficult for the teacher. “They 
come from far-off schools. They 
are ahead in some subjects, behind 
in others, some they have never 
had at all, and the teacher must 
teach them enough to get them by 
at promotion time. She has to re- 
arrange programs, extend her 
teaching hours and call upon her 
free time and her scant store of 
reserve energy for this task.

Let us be about our 
business, cheerfully.

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" ‘CHAPTER SEVENTEEN. 

HERE was very little excuse for gaiety in Moscow during 

October, 1940. The encircling pincers of Von Bock's army crept 

closer to the capital. One city after another fell, and it looked | 
as though there was little hope for the capital. You can’t live in a 
city for any length of time without either hating it or loving it. I 
began to have a real affection for Moscow. I didn’t love it as I 
loved London, but after all—there is only one London, But the 
bravery of the city, in the face of what looked to be certain capture, 
could not but arouse one’s admiration. 
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Because the official communi- 
ques gave us so little news, we ar- 
ranged frequent press conferences 
with the military experts attached 
to the American and British Em- 
bassies. The British correspond- 
ents saw Gen. Mason MacFarlene, 
head of the British Mission, every 
day. Because I represented the 
Daily Express as well as Col- 
lier’s Weekly, I had two strings to 
my bow. 

I got any facilities which might 
be handed out to both groups. 
MacFarlene is a tall, slightly 
stooped but youthful-looking man. 
He was full of charm, but not so 
full of information. This wasn't 
his fault; the Russians didn’t tell 
him much. But he could analyze 
the situation for us, so we wouldn’t 
go entirely wrong in making any 
comments or prophecies based on 
the communiques. Mason Mac, as 
we all called him, had a lovely ex- 
pression. He would usually open 
his conference by saying apologet- 
ically, “I haven’t much informa- 
tion. And please remember that 
anything I say is ‘off the rocker.’” 

Where he had picked up that ex- 
pression, I never learned. It was 
a variation of the “off the record” 
which we heard so often. Mason 
Mac wasn’t very optimistic. Neith- 
er was the American Military At- 
tache, Col. Ivan Yeaton, whom we 
saw quite often. Yeaton and his 
assistant, Maj. Michella, were both 
very good poker players and grand 
chaps to sit up late with. Yeaton 
Was even more pessimistic than 
Mason Mac. : 

“They'll be in Moscow within 
two weeks,” he said, with complete 
finality. “Hitler swore he'd review 
his troops in Red Square on Nov.?7, 
and believe me he'll] do it.” 

Tired of the pessimistic (but 
weil-founded) views of friend Ivan, 
I bet him 10 dollars that the Ger- 
mans wouldn’t be in Moscow by 
Nov. 7. I bet him another 10 they 
wouldn’t be in Moscow by Christ- 
mas, and he thought I was crazy. 
He was equally pessimistic about 
England’s chances of withstanding 
an invasion. , 

Any army officer well versed in 
tactics could easily concoct a plan 
by which Hitler could successfully 
invade Britain. Yeaton had one 
figured out beautifully. It could 
be done in a single day. I knew 
nothing about military tactics, but 


I knew the civilians of Britain. I 


had seen houswives in Kent mak- 
ing “Molotov cocktails,” homemade 


housewives so arrange things that 
if the invader came, their homes 


could immediately be set on fire 
and all food in them burned; I had 
seen the Home Guard at maneuv- 
ers and had seen the result of their 
long training at marksmanship. I 
knew the civilians of Britain as 
well as I knew the back of my 
hand. : 

They never could be invaded suc- 
cessfully, and I would have bet my 
life on it. But Army officers never 
think of civilians as combatants. 
Even the Spanish war, in which a 
civilian army, ragged, poorly 
equipped, held out for years against 
the might of the murderer Franco 
and his Italian and German allies, 
taught the military experts of the 
world nothing. The War Office in 
London certainly failed to profit by 
that lesson, and no American ob- 
server I met in London or Mos- 
cow or Teheran or Cairo even con- 
sidered the Spanish war worth dis- 
cussing. 


“lll bet you a hundred to one 
they'll never invade Britain suc- 
cessfully,” I told Ivan. 

“IT haven’t the heart to take your 
money,” he laughed, and he meant 
it. Ivan Yeaton was a fine, gen- 
erous, grand person, and he really 
thought he would be taking advan- 
tage of me.

For the most part the career 
men I have met in Britain and 
Russia and Iran and Cairo and 
years ago, in Germany and France, 
are excellent. Thompson was one 
of the best, but all of them, diplo- 
mats and correspondents, kept say- 
ing, “Wait until you meet Dicker- 
son.” Charles Dickerson was the 
First Secretary of the American 
Embassy. Steinhardt, with more 
foresight than any of the other 
Ambassadors, had sent Dickerson 
to Kazan with plenty of food and 
important Embassy documents. If 
Moscow were to be evacuated, 
Kazan on the Volga would in all 
probability be the war capital.

But this little Russian barber 
wasn't quite as bad as that.

Moscow was a city unafraid, and 
the people of Moscow, knowing 
their danger, knowing the might of 
the German war machine, re- 
mained calm, ready for whatever 
might come. This was the Mos- 
cow I saw in October, 1941. 

Moscow was a city of realists 
taking their cue from Stalin, the 
greatest realist of them all.

news that thousands of her fathers 
and sons had been killed at the 
front.
